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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully requests entry of the amendments and remarks submitted herein. 
Claim 23 is amended and claim 1 is canceled. Therefore, claims 6-11, 23 and 25 are currently 
pending. 

The 35 U.S.C. ^ 103(a) Rejection 

In the Decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences ("the Board") received from 
the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office with regard to the above-referenced matter mailed on 
September 8, 2006, the Board rejected claims 1, 6-1 1 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Grainger et al. Claim 1 has been cancelled. 

The Board, however, reversed the rejection of claim 25 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over 
Grainger et al. Claim 6-1 1 and 23 have been amended to depend either directly or indirectly from 
claim 25. 

Therefore, Grainger et al. do not obviate the pending claims, and Applicant respectfully 
requests that the 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) rejection of claims 6-1 1 and 23 be withdrawn.
